Heavy Damage in Pennsylvania. 
Special to The New York Times. 

PITTSBURGH, Pa.,.April 19.—A wind 
storm of cyclonic. fury swept south- 
western Pennsylvania shortly after the 
noon hour tédgy ‘and inflicted property 
damage estimated at, $500,000. Although 
there’ were narrow .escapes, no actual 
loss of life is reported. 

The path of the storm, following ‘a 
southeasterly course, traversed “Al- 
legheny, . Westmoreland and Fayette 
counties. Buildings were-‘wrecked or 
unroofed, telephone and telegraph poles 
snapped off, trees uprooted and windows 
shattered. 

Death waited for Mra. Theresa Wol- 
iski, 25, of Gregory Street, who hung, 
head down and with arms and legs 
dangling, from a projection on the Mis- 
sion Street Bridge, 100 above. the 
ground in the South Twenty-first Street 
hollow. Mén who rescued the woman 
said that--in- a few: minutes “her silk, 
dress, . already. ‘tearing,’ -would: have 
parted.. Mrs. Woliski was crossing .the 
bridge when the Patling to which she 
was clinging was carried away. “As she 
shot downward her dréss caught on a 
girder, and she was’ sumpended ‘in bases! 
air. 

Irwin, in’ Westrioreland: County, was 
hard ‘hit, the damage in that’ district 
alone being placed at $100,000. Roads 
were so littered with wreckage that after 
the storm had subsided and. automobile 
traffic resumed automobiles were obliged 
to thread tneir way single file through 
it.

Congressman Tells Jewish The- 
atrical Guild It Would: Permit 
Radio Broadcasting of Plays. 


Congressman Sol Bloom, in a speech 
td the members ofthe Jewish Theatrical 
Guild at the Bijou Theatre yestefday, 
issued a warning that the copyright bill 
now being- held by:a committee of Con- 
gress might spell disaster for the thea- 
trical business.

WILD LIFE IN THE NATIONAL 
PARKS, 

** Speaking of bears,” says: Horace 
M. ALBRIGHT, Superintendent of the 
Yellowstone National Park, in the 
April Bulletin of the American Game 
Protective Association, ‘‘ no animal in- 
** terests the visiting public in na- 
‘* tional parks as they do. In fact, 
‘* they seriously compete as an at- 
“traction with geysers and water- 
‘* falls and magnificent canyons.” 
The bear in the Yellowstone is almost 
as tame as ‘the domestic dog. The 
visitors, who come in automobiles from 
all parts of the country, do not have 
to be introduced to the bears. They 
introduce themselves, loaf in a ,leis- 
urely manner, take their meals in. the 
picnic style, and do not shy at ca.n- 
eras. Tourists should understand that 
they owe the fellowship of the bears 
to’ the National Park Service, which 
for thirty-one years has served the 
people as a conservation bureau and 
has protected wild life in the reserva- 
tions. -A recent census gives the fol- 
lowing totals of animals that may be 
seen there: Antelopes 440, black bears 
600, grizzlies 120, buffalo 1,010, cari- 
bou 3,000 to 5,000, elk 25,000, deer 
18,000, goats 1,850, moose 540, and 
sheep 7,500. Mr. ALBRIGHT says: 

The National Park Service is a great 
factor in the West in game conser- 
vation. Our parks are game sanctu- 
aries, Summer feeding ranges, —s 
breeding grounds. Game overflow: 
into: adjacent national forests, ‘where 
it is available under generally, but not 
always, proper -restrictions as to bag 
limits and open seasons fixed by State 
law. 

But it has been a hard fight to save 
the wild life of the West and to main- 
tain guardianship over it. Yellow- 
stone was dedicated as ‘‘ a public park 
or pleasure ground for the people ’’ as 
long ago as March 1, 1872. At the 
time there was no intention to make it 
a refuge for game. The object of the 
act was to preserve from private ex- 
ploitation the geysers, hot springs 
and the Grand Canyon of the Yellow- 
stone River. In the '80s buffalo roam- 
ing the wild West in greatly dimin- 
ished numbers were threatened. with 
extermination. Only three or four 
small bands still remained, the largest, 
fortunately, in the Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park. Before the pot-hunters 
could run them down George Bmp 
GRINNELL, most valiant champion that’) 
big game ever had, persuaded Con- 
gress in 1894 to enact.a law providing 
an -efficient government for. Yellow- 
stone Park, which was declared to be 
a-game refuge. The foundation was 
thus laid for a system of game preser- 
vation in national parks. But the 
superstructure was not raised until 
President WiILson apRrovéd the -Na- 
tional Park Service act on Aug. 25, 
1916. ‘It provided not only for the care 
of park areas but for the preservation, 
of wild life.

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LABOR UNIONS AND WASTE. 


Pressed by a certain con*rast between 
the address ‘of ithe. Secretary of Com- 
merece and that of the President of the 
American ‘Federation of Labor. Mr. 
Hoover clearly’ outlined the problem 
of industrial waste from the point of 
view of his department. Mr. WILLIAM 
GREEN, while professing. to- speak in 
behalf of peaceful cooperation between 
labor and capital, confined his remarks 
to denouncing companies that stand 
fot. the open shop, ‘‘ employing spies 
and so-called guards ° inorder to 
‘* destroy. organization among the 
workers.’’ Only unemployment causes 


strikes; yet Mr..GrEEN had no remedy 
but abdication onthe part of his *op- 
ponents, His method was legs vio- 
lently denunciatory than that of the 
late Samurn Gompers, but. it was 
otherwise the same, 

It was not so with his hearers, many 
of whom weré also -labor leaders. 
They had been discussing with keen 
finterest and intelligence all the va- 
rious lines of progress. In several in- 
stances employers in the building 
trades. have emancipated themselves 
from unions by establishing apprentice 
schools. If-employers who tse spies 
and informers ‘are numerous, so also 
are those who are experimenting in 
profit sharing and employe representa- 
tion. Many companies offer stock to 
their workmen on especially favorable 
terms. The progress of the unions in 
successfully managing tabor banks is 
among the most: striking evidences of 
their yitality and power. On both 
sides the strong present tendency is to 
encourage men toward an understand- 
ing of the industry upon which -their 
livelihood depends and toward a par- 


4 tieipation in its success. Enthusiasts 


foresee a time when labor and man- 
agdment shall jointly own and jointly 
control all industries. One labor offi- 
cial among Mr. -GREEN’s hearers re- 
marked that he ‘‘ believed in demo- 
cratic control—properly”’ coutrolled.”’ 
If the remark caused iaughter, it also 
was the occasion for no 'ittle thinking. 
But of all this Mr. GrEEN gave no 
hint. His only idea of the elimination 
of the waste of strikes was to estab- 
lish the American .Federation of Labor 
in undisputed control. 

The reason for this is, of course, that 
the Federation as a whole has no clear 
policy. Instead of being. as Mr. 
GREEN. asserted, ‘‘ sound, construc- 
tive, practical, rational,’’ it is merely 
practical—and not very practical. Its 
past achievement in behalf of labor is 
epochal; but as to the future it has 
only divided counsels. The problems 
it is now called: upon to solve are not 
éasy; but they are none the less im- 
.perative. Unless it devclops a con- 
structive, national program, it is all 
too likely to lose the dominance which 
it has so‘long maintained. 


“PALMAM QUI MERUIT.” 

Ordinarily it is only a sense of jus- 
tice to the individual that’insists upon 
his having the palm who merits it: 
but when the ‘‘palm” is a public posi- 
tion, justice to the community is in- 
volved—especially when that position 
is one of great responsibility in the 
school system. So far as it is possible 
to measure capacity, this principle is 
in effect for-the lower positions. It 
is not applied ‘to certain of the high- 
er positions. This gives political in- 
fluence an opportunity. In the case 
of Miss Nico. the Board of Education 
even ignored the statutory require- 
ments and kept her in her position for 
nearly two school years despite the ad- 
vice given-by the State Commissioner 
of Education in December of 1923; that 
she was technically not eligible to ap- 
pointment, as a District Superinten- 
dent. That advice has now become an 
official decision, the Court of Appeals 
having held that the. Commissioner of 
Education was free to make a deter- 
mination in ‘the matter. The appoint- 
mient was ‘“* contrary to statute and 
must be set aside.’’ 

Protest was _publicly Pade before 
final action was taken by the Board 
of Education. It was brought to its

THE FINE ART OF EXHIBITION. 

Josurnince SHaw LOWELL once said 
that people would always do right if 
they were shown the right. -Our busi- 
ness is to show them, she said. ‘That 
obviously is.a conviction shared by the 
artists’ and architects concerned with 
the great exhibition of architecture 

the allfed arts opening tonight at 
the Grand Central Palace. It was 
necessary to give temporary housing 
to thousands of exhibits coming not 
only from different, parts of the United 
States but from various foreign coun- 
tries.: The Grand Central Palace was 
impossible as a Palace of Art. Those 
responsible for the arrangement 
hardly could have been blamed if they 
had considered the occasion too fleet- 
ing to justify their spending weeks of 
labor upon the reconstruction of ‘the 
inept interior. But with the sensitive- 
ness of artists to rightness of effect 
in a visible scene, they were unable 
to let the thing go as it Was. They 
made it their business to show us, 
and what we have béen-shown is the 
very remarkable / appropriateness of 
the Grand Central Palace for favorable 
exhibition of the decorative arts, now 
that it has been transformed for the 
purpose of temporary exhibition. 

It is entirely within reason to turn 
the splendid setting made with such 
materials as were nearest at hand into 
@ lasting architecture of permanent 
substance. -Howarp GREENLEY, who 
devised the plans, was, of course, pre- 
vented from doing more than-t6 mask 
and veil the more salient obstacles to 
an expressive and appropriate show- 
ing of the exhibits, bu! with the-old 
material as a basis, and some wire and 
plaster board and ‘scrim, a stately, 
spacious, sympathetic’ environment 
has been previded for what ig probably 
the widest range of exhibition mate- 
ria] ever shown here. -It is’a common 
practice of architects to. build small 
models of their proposed buildings for | 
an unimaginative public refusing even 
to attempt to visualize plans, but in 
this case the model for.a réconstructed 
building is actually shown life size in 
its original setting and in use.

If: the new.club is to succeed, it must 
use a very nice judgmeht in selecting 
the Brajns which: it invites to meet 
Fashion. It must provide not only 
distinguished people but people on the 
way to become distinguished. The 
charm of a Lady Holland or Mme. 
Récamier salon is largely in ‘the num- 
ber of young’ poets, painters, drama- 
tists and politicians who are just, just 
on the point of setting the world on 
fire. "The club must not be too select, 
because duchesses are notoriausly ec- 
centric. They are as likely as not to 
introduce a Prime Minister to a young 
Communist from Limehouse.

The Ban on Narcissus Bulbs, 
To the Editar of The New York Times: 

I read. the letter .written by Miss Mary 
M. L. La Baileux regarding the prohibition 
of narcissus bulbs and wholly agree with 
her complaint. 

For twenty-five years I nave lived in Hol- 
land and am very well acquainted with bulb 
growing as well as treatment. The. excuse 
given by the Federal Horticultural} Board is 
rather poor, because it does not stem to 
understand or to know how careful bulbs in 
general are cultivated in Holland. 

Nearly everybody with admiration for na* 
ture loves flowers, especially early flowers 
flourishing in the very beginning of the year 
after ‘a long and dull Winter. - They are a 
necessity in our life, for they give us new 
spirit, and. this is what the Horticultural 
Board. forgets. 

To keep up with thé démand for bulbs 
it is necessary to import in large quanti- 
ties. because the. climate and soil in the 
United States make it altficult to cultivate 
them. 

I should like to advise the Federal board 
to go over to Hdlland and investigate this 
matter carefully before putting a ban on 
thig product, and I am quite sure it will 
be convinced—about. the treatment those 
bulbs are receiving. ; 

Prohibition in this case is avery’ easy 
task, but the board will have to reckon with 
the majority who are enjoying those beauti- 
ful flowers. D. WAKKER.

Chain of Clues. 


Before he left, Mr. Lexow revealed 
the chain of clues, beginning with the 
story of the convict now serving time 
in Joliet, Ill., which led to the arrest 
Saturday night. He declared tthat Fer- 
neckes was a*man of keen intelligence, 
who far surpassed Gerald Chapman in 
the skill with which he committed ‘his 
depredations and covered his tracks. 

Soon after the murders, Mr, Lexow 
said, detectives connected the crime 
with a man known as Henry J. Darche, 
who had gone to Westwood and set up 
an electrical business. He was.a pleas- 
ant, well-read man, and was popular in 
the town. He had a safe-deposit box 
in the Pearl River bank, . under. the 
name of C. F. Richards, detectives said, 
and on the day of the murder had called 
at the bank at noon when only the as- 
sistant cashier and: the ‘clerk were--on 
duty, and had fled after the killing.
